Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  Urban  District  for  the 
year  1945,  The  report,  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  has  again  been  kept  as  brief  as  possible. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  area  show  generally  that 
the  health  of  the  inhabitants  is  satisfactory  and  apart  from  an 
outbreak  of  measles  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  incidence 
of  infectious  disease  has  been  low. 


The  Birth  Rate  has  decreased  from  24.6  in  1944  to 
20.87  in  1945  but  compares  favourably  with  the  Birth  Rate  of 
16.1  for  England  and  Wales  for  1945.  The  Death  Rate  is 
practically  unchained  10.7  in  1945  compared  with  10.6  in 
1944  and  11.6  for  England  and  Wales  for  1945.  Unfortunate- 
ly the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  has  increased  from  55.0  in 
1944  to  82.22  in  1945,  compared  with  a rate  of  46.0  for  England 
and  Wales  for  1945.  Under  the  heading  “Infantile  Mortality” 
I give  details  of  this  unfortunate  loss  of  young  lives. 


My  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Committee  for  their  help  and  support  during  the  year, 
to  the  Officials  for  their  co-operation  with  the  Health  Depart- 
ment, and  particularly  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  Health 
Department  Staff  for  their  valued  help  throughout  the  year.

The  rearing  of  a premature  child  is  difficult  even  under 
the  best  conditions  and  the  present  abnormal  housing 
conditions  must  be  prejudicial  to  the  survival  of  these  pre- 
mature babies.  The  provision  of  special  units  in  maternity 
hospitals  for  selected  cases  should  be  a part  of  the  scheme 
for  improved  maternity  accommodation  which  is  so  necessary 
for  this  and  adjoining  areas. 

Broncho  pneumonia  and  gastro  enteritis  affect  babies 
very  severely  and  cause  a high  mortality  rate.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  chief  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district 
are  coal  mining,  railway  work  and  engineering,  with  trades- 
men and  shopkeepers  who  cater  for  their  needs. 
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The  general  physical  condition  of  the  school  children 
continues  to  be  satisfactory.  The  Milk-in-Schools  scheme 
has  been  most  valuable  in  maintaining  a satisfactory 
standard  of  nutrition. 

A kitchen  has  been  erected  at  Kirkby  Avenue  School 
and  all  schools  in  the  area  are  supplied  with  school  dinners. 
The  average  number  of  dinners  supplied  daily  is  1,400. 
Excellent  dinners  are  provided  with  well  varied  menus. 

Since  my  last  report  commenting  on  the  need  for  hot 
plates  in  each  school  to  keep  the  dinner  plates  hot,  progress 
has  been  made  in  the  provision  of  such  facilities,  and 
the  dinners  are  now  much  more  appetising.

II.  SERVICES. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  following  services:- — 

(a)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(b)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

(c)  Treatment  Centre  and  Clinic. 

The  Scabies  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Council  Yard,  Cooke 
Street.  The  Nurse  attends  two  mornings  a week  and  the 
results  of  treatment  continue  to  be  most  satisfactory.  Parti- 
culars of  attendance,  etc.,  will  be  found  in  the  Infectious 
Diseases  section. 

(d)  Hospitals. 

A ward  known  as  the  Hamilton  Annexe  has  been  taken 
over  at  Springwell  House  and  is  used  for  complicated 
maternity  cases  from  this  and  adjoining  County  districts.  The 
new  arrangements  are  working  satisfactorily.

Uncomplicated  maternity  cases  where  home  conditioni 
are  unsuitable  are  still  admitted  to  the  Mexborough  Hospital 
and  the  puerperal  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
Tickhill  Road,  Doncaster. 


There  is  a great  need  for  increased  maternity  accom- 
modation for  this  and  adjoining  areas.  The  need  is  particularly 
great  for  Maternity  Home  accommodation  for  normal  cases 
where  home  conditions  are  unsuitable  or  where  the  mother 
wishes  the  confinement  to  take  place  in  a home.  At  the  time 
of  writing  (July,  1946)  the  County  Council,  as  the  Maternity 
Authority,  has  under  consideration  the  provision  of  this 
increased  accommodation. 

(e)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Bentley  Local  Authority  continues  to  provide  an 
ambulance  for  all  hospital  cases. 

Following  meetings  between  representatives  of  Local 
Authorities  and  the  County  Council,  a County  Ambulance 
scheme  has  been  established  and  gives  a 24  hours  service.  The 
ambulances  for  this  area  are  stationed  at  Yarborough  Terrace 
(telephone  Doncaster  2310)  and  are  available  on  request  by 
doctors.  The  vehicles  in  use  are  the  Civil  Defence  converted 
ambulances,  but  it  is  hoped  to  replace  them  with  modern 
ambulances. 

The  scheme  does  not  interfere  in  any  way  with  this 
Council’s  ambulance  service  but  is  used  as  a subsidiary  service 
and  for  long  distance  cases.

Two  samples  were  taken  and  were  found  to  be  satis- 
factory. 

Continuous  supervision  is  kept  on  all  milk  supplies 
and  the  above  results  show  the  necessity  for  frequent  sampling 
of  milk  supplies.  In  view  of  the  large  proportion  of  heat 
treated  milk  now  sold  in  the  area,  and  as  all  school  milk  is 
heat  treated,  the  importance  of  a satisfactory  phosphatase 
test  cnnot  be  over  emphasised. 
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A satisfactory  phosphatase  test  means  that  the  milk  has 
been  kept  at  the  required  temperature  for  the  required  length 
of  time  and  in  these  conditions  the  bacteria  which  cause 


tuberculosis  cannot  live.  In  this  way  we  ensure  a safe 

•supply  of  milk.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

During  the  year,  505  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were 
notified  by  Medical  Practitioners  compared  with  245  in  1944. 

The  increase  in  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  for 
ihe  year  was  due  to  an  outbreak  of  measles  in  January,  Febru- 
ary and  March,  when  445  cases  were  notified. 

The  accompanying  table  shows  the  occurrence  and 
age  distribution  of  infectious  diseases. 

A comparison  of  the  numbers  of  infectious  diseases, 
after  deducting  non-confirmed  cases,  shows  that  the  number 
of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  decreased  from  80  to  25  and  Diph- 
theria from  7 to  4.
